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FRUIT AND FRUIT CVLTURE 


Report of W. F. liiddlc to tlio 


Board of A 


The following paper was read by 


William F. Biddle, lepi-esenting the 
County Agricultural 
Society at 
a 


meeting of the State Board at Har- 
risburg on January 21: 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the 


State Board of Agriculture, I beg to 
submit to you the following report 
as I have found conditions: 


The fruit crop of Pennsylvania for 


the year 1912 was not a large crop, 
as in many sections farmers were 
compelled to buy their cooking and 
eating apples. 
There were only a 


few sections in which there were any 
peaches at all, and considering the 
small crop, prices were not extremely 
high. 
Pear trees had been planted 


very extensively in this state but are 
not as profitable as was expected. 
The pear blight is the worst enemy 
•with which the pear grower has to 
contend. 
In many innstances whole 


orchards have been destroyed. There 
is a bright future for the pear grow- 
er, if he is on to his job, and will 
control the blight and cinculia, the 
two worst enemies of 
the pear. 


Great progress has been made in 
holding different scales in check 
I 


believe that there should be some 
means to make that fruit grower who 
will not spray, so that his neighbor 
who does spray and sprays thorough- 
ly, will feel happy that he has con- 
quered his enemies — the scales. 


Cherries and plums have been very 


profitable to the growers the past 
year. 
In many instances they re- 


ceive fancy prices for their fruit, 
when put up in an attractive way. 


The one word that every fruit 


grower should put above all other is 
QUALITY'. 
Where quality is not 


taken into consideration you cannot 
expect to make fruit growing profit- 
able. 


A new era has dawned upon the 


Pennsylvania fruit grower — the par- 
cel post. 
It is not perfect; it does 


not meet our condition or demands, 
but by co-operation and by persever- 
ance we can win out. 


My attention has been called on, 


several occasions to the probabilities 
of an overproduction of fruit. There 
is already an overproduction of in- 
ferior and infested fruit at the pres- 
ent time. I doubt if there ever will 
be an overproduction of good first- 
class fruit, , fruit of quality. To have 
this fruit of quality. v.e must plant 
the different fruits in soils that are 
adapted to the individual fruit; cul- 
tivate, prune, feitilize and spiay, so 
that we can bring quality up to the 
highest standard 
Tnen put up an 


honest pack and get it to the con- 
sumer in as short and as cheap a way 
as possible. I am sorry to i eport it, 
but it is nevertheless so, that too 
many fruit 
growers do not pay 


enough attention to the honest pack- 
ing. The marketing of fruit through 
an association will be a good thing 
for the smaller fruit grower; but 
they in several instances have not 
made it a success, because after a 
reputation has been won, some one 
will put in some inferior fruit or will 
make a dishonest pack, and then it 
will be some time before that can be 
overcome.

davit it will be immediately made. 


The Commissioners as a Board 


know that the editor of The Gazette 
.asked for an opportunity to bid on 
the work the day They went to Ev- 
erett to talk to Mr. Chamberlain 
.about the price, and it was no doubt 
•due to ihe writer's call at their office 
that the Commissioners and their 
clerk, later in the cay, called upon 
the editor of The Republican. While 
in their office on that occasion the 
writer was told by the President of 
the Board that the job had been let 
to Mr. Chamberlain, at the same 
time admitting thai 110 price had 
been fixed. Later came the visit to 
Everett but'still no price was named. 


Mr. Diehl had been told in our of- 


fice prior to that da:e that we would 
do the work for $135, and if it had 
been open to bids when we called at 
ihe office of the Commissioners the 
same would have been submitted in 
writing. 


It will tie recalled that it was the 


editor of The Republican who il- 
legally advertised the proposed ac- 
tion before Senator Miller presented 
a bill affecting this county alone, to 
make tt lawful to put legal printing 
in any two papers.

cheaper grade than we have been 
furnishing 
to 
o\r. 
customers for 


$2.50. 
Vi'e are no; talking at ran- 


dom, for the bills examined and the 
grade of envelopes,as indicated by the 
boxes containing them, were looked 
into, and we are prepared to produce 
samples. 
This is a small matter but 


it looks like graft and is in keeping 
with the ballot charge. The Republi- 
can will likely recall some other in- 
stances of The Gazette's underbid- 
ding them on work not paid for by 
the County. It also should be aware 
that the Commissioners have given 
us the job of printing the court cal- 
endars at $7 per court, for which 
The Republican and The Inquirer 
have been getting $15 per court for 
years.

An Ordinance Relating to Paving, 


Curbing and Guttering in the Bor- 
ough of Bedford, Pennsylvania. 
Be it ordained and enacted by the 


Chief Burgess and the Town Council 
of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. 
That from and after the first day 


of April, A. D. 1"913, all pavements 
which shall be laid within the limits 
of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, shall be of a width of not less 
than five feet and shall be of cement, 
with curb of cement and guttered 
with a gutter of a width not less than 
three feet of cement or brick. 


That the Street Committee of the 


said Borough of Bedford shall have 
full power and authority, whenever 
and wherever deemed necessary and 
required within said Borough limits, 
to give ten days' notice to the owner 
or owners of premises to pave, curb 
or gutter in accordance with the 
above- provisions and upon the fail- 
ure or refusal of the said owner or 
owners thereof so to do, the same 
shall be done by the Borough au- 
thorities at the cost of the aforesaid 
owner or owners with 20 percentum 
added thereto.
